tention to articulation between any 
elementary school foreign 
language program and those of 
the junior and senior highs. 

Superintendent Seifert praised 
the report of the two French 
teachers, who had worked with 
the state head of foreign language 
education and visited schools with 
the reputation of the best elemen- 
tary foreign language programs, 
before submitting their report. 

Their general recommendations 
were: (1) every elementary school 
child should have the opportunity 
to study a second language which, 
they emphasized, need not be 
French, and sometimes would be 
English, particularly in the case 
of Cuban and Puerto Rican child- 
ren coming into the community;

The selectmen included in a 
supplemental warrant Monday 
night, an article calling for $15,000 
to provide overtime pay for fire- 
fighters.

The Raytheon company, which 
has been the top taxpayer here 
since its arrival in the community 
over ten years ago, dropped tem- 
porarily to second place, with 
valuation of $5,208,700 and a tax

A good educational climate and 
good communications were 
necessary for this, the new super- 
intendent said, before an overflow 
audience at the first meeting of the 
League’s 50th year.

your HEART 


Massachusetts Heart Association 


One of the great developments 
in medical care within the last 
decade has been the coronary care 
unit. In these special areas set 
aside in hospitals some of the 
recent advances in electronics and 
engineering can be applied to the 
care of patients who have suffered 
heart attacks or who have other 
serious rhythm disturbances of 
the heart. 

A heart attack (medically known 
as a myocardial infarction) is 
caused when a blood clot forms in 
one of the arteries of the heart, 
causing damage tothe areaof heart 
muscle which the artery supplies. 
From this damagedor “ infarcted’”’ 
area, life-threatening and even 
fatal disturbances of the rhythm of 
the heart may arise. These dis- 
turbances called arrhythmias fre- 
quently appear suddenly and unex- 
pectedly, and often occur in 
patients during the period of con- 
valescence, 

The coronary care unit was 
originally conceived to improve 
survival in patients with heart 
attacks whose heart had suddenly 
and unexpectedly stopped beating 
by concentrating patients with 
heart attacks in a special area of 
the hospital where trained nurses 
and electronic equipment were 
constantly and immediately avail-

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able, it was now possible to save 
the lives of many such patients 
who would previdusly not have 
survived, The dramatic success 
of this intensive care treatment 
led to the construction of coronary 
units in many hospitals through- 
out the world. 

As more patient data ac- 
cumulated, it became obvious that 
most serious disturbances of the 
heartbeat were almost always pre- 
ceded by less serious ones. Thus, 
increasingly, within the past few 
years, coronary care units have 
assumed a preventive role -- that 
is, the electrocardiograms of 
patients with heart attacks are 
constantly monitored, and poten- 
tially serious situations are im- 
mediately treated as soon as they 
are detected and before they can 
lead to more serious problems. 

The coronary care unit is usual- 
ly designed and constructed as a 
separate part of a hospital, often 
close to the overall intensive care 
area. Although physicians direct 
the coronary care unit and are 
responsible for all patients in 
them, the key person in a unit is 
the nurse who is specially trained 
in coronary care. These nurses 
are taught to read electrocardio- 
grams, and particularly to recog- 
nize the many rhythm disturbances 
of the heart that can occur as a 
result of a heart attack. At the 
first sign of any irregular heart- 
beat, physicians are notified and 
institute immediate corrective 
therapy, often through nurses. In 
addition the nurses are trained to 
handle any sort of an emergency 


arising within the coronary care 
unit until a physician can be sum- 
moned., 


It is estimated that at the pre- 
sent time approximately half of 
the hospitals in the United States 
are equipped with coronary care 
units. This number is increasing 
rapidly, so that eventually virtual- 
ly all hospitals that treat patients 
with heart attacks will have such 
facilities. 

A further development in this 
exciting area of coronary care has 
come about because a large number 
of patients with heart attacks die 
of acute rhythm disturbances of 
the heart before they ever reach a 
hospital. Asaresult, in many com- 
munities, ambulances that are 
specially equipped with this same 
electronic equipment and person- 
nel are dispatched to carry patients 
suspected of having heart attacks 
to the hospital. With these mobile 
ambulance units, patients can be 
treated for serious rhythm dis- 
turbances and their condition sta- 
bilized even before they arrive at 
the hospital. 

As a result of coronary care 
units, the number of patients who 
die as a result of a heart attack 
has been drastically reduced. We 
look forward to applying even more 
Sophisticated electronics equip- 
ment both to hospital and to ambu- 
lance coronary care units

Conference 


Listed in this week’s issue of the TOWNSMAN’S weekly 
feature, Down The Years, is the fact that ten years ago 
the school department planned an educational conference 
for the community. 

emembering back when this was held, we wonder a bit 
if maybe such a conference is again due, 

Andover, an education-minded community, should well 
be prepared to occasionally conduct such conferences for 
its people. 

We can not, of course, discount the amount of funds ex- 
pended here on education, both in personnel and building. 

But for the funds expended, possibly there is a lack of 
communication which well could be corrected by the type 
of educational conference held ten years ago. 

There were expert speakers in various fields of educa- 
tion who came here, gave views, discussed problems, and 
in general, permitted the townspeople to find out that 
actually the many dollars spent for education were far from 
wasted, 

Today, a decade later, the situation has not changed, 
Matter of fact, it has amplified. 

Andover is spending even more for education, a fact 
which all communities are facing. 

What do the taxpayers, all residents of the town, receive 
for their educational dollar? 

Basically, a child is sent to school, returns home with 
a report card, and beyond that possibly the parent is un- 
aware of the teaching process, 

Improved Communications between the school and the 
town wouldonly lead to a better understandin g of the 
modern needs and the job that modern educators are trying 
to do. 

Aiming for possibly a spring conference, set up similar 
to that conducted ten years ago, when such items as the 
vocational school were discussed and is now a reality, 
may improve the attitude toward the educational budget. 

In a day when much is said about the generation gap — 
maybe something like another conference could go far to 
improve the communication gap. 


Homework 


We can recall when we were in school, one of the prime 
requisites in the pursuit of education, and likewise one of 
the most dreaded, was homework. 

With that thought in mind, it seems, we should not have 
to comment on the fact that apparently the school 
committee did not do their homework prior to submitting a 
few articles to the forthcoming town meeting, relative to 
the Central school expansion. 

A short time ago, the school administration presented to 
the selectmen a group of articles seeking some $90,000 to 
acquire land adjacent to the Central school and along 
Whittier Court to accommodate new school construction to 
meet the demands of the growing population in the center 
of town, 

The thought was that state participation, fund-wise, 
would relieve the town of substantial financial burden. 

The thought was exemplary. 

But when school administrators appeared before the 
finance committee a week ago, not all of the facts were 
available, 

It appeared that this was a sudden move. Something 
Sprung upon the town officials and the voters. 

One school committeeman even admitted that possibly 
the board should have done its homework more carefully. 

Indeed, the remark was well taken. 

When asking a community for a substantial sum of 
money, those requesting this assistance should be pre- 
pared to fully explain the need and the purpose to which 
such funds will be applied, 

In this particular case, the school committee appeared 
to have jumped, maybe even panicked. 

When appearing before the finance committee, certain 
questions could not be answered. The FinCom reserves 
the right to reject the article, since it is of a financial 
nature, thus it may not reach the town meeting floor. 

We would hope that they will, since a $90,000 expendi-

We would hope that they will, since a $90,000 expendi- 
ture may well bring about sufficient questioning, should 
the FinCom allow the article to be debated. 

We may not quarrel with the need for the additional land 
and the school addition.

asking for the commission of an illegal act, 

Instead, the committee yielded to its employees and in 
clear disregard of moral and legal duty held the executive 
session.

Adult Class 
To Study 


Program 


The school committee Tuesday 
night accepted the school adminis- 
tration’s tentative program for sex 
education (Human Relationships 
and Healthful Family Living) which 
includes community education, 
teacher training, and a pilot project 
in one school on a voluntary basis, 
starting in January. 

The program will begin with an 
adult evening course at Sanborn 
School, taught by aSanborn teacher 
to Sanborn parents and all other 
interested citizens. 

The local religious establish- 
ments already have agreed to dis- 
cuss the program, together withthe 
school administration, and 
ministers, doctors, etc. will be on 
a speakers bureau to address the 
evening classes. 

In January, a pilot project will 
be established at Sanborn School, 
K-6 on a voluntary basis. That is, 
only those children will be in- 
cluded in the class whose parents 
have volunteered. Meantime the 
workshop of largely Sanborn 
teachers team who prepared the 
curriculum for the course, led by 
Sanborn Principal Joseph 
Normandy, will work with in- 
terested teachers on _ teaching 
methods. The workshop team will 
make a community presentation 
followed by meetings at individual 
schools concerning the content of 
the course. Evaluation of the pro- 
gram should be ready by May or 
June, 

The school administration says 
this issue presently receives more 
public play, with less public in- 
formation, than any other educa- 
tion issue, Asst. Superintendent 
Vaughn I. Clapp described the 
program which Normandy’s work- 
shop has prepared as ‘‘a non- 
threatening program, beginning

with public information, volunteer- 
ing by the public, then more in- 
formation and again, proceeding 
on a volunteer basis. 

The schools are billing the pro- 
gram as ‘‘Sex Education’’, just 
now, though this is only a small 
part of the content; ‘‘Human Rela- 
tionships and Healthful Family 
Living” is a more accurate and 
comprehensive title for the course, 
according to the workshop 
teachers. However, Seifert said 
that if you start out calling it 
‘*Human Relationships andHealth- 
ful Family Living,’’ people might 
think you are covering up. 


Dress Code, 
Or Lack Of It, 
Approved 


The school committee passed the 
following statement on student ap- 
pearance and dress Tuesday night 
without any dissenting opinion 
being registered, but against the 
lone dissenting vote of Committee- 
man William A, Doherty. 

‘*The Andover School committee 
believes that the appearance and 
dress of students is the respon- 
sibility of the students and their 
parents.”’ 

‘*Dress Codes’ are believed not 
to be desirable because _ they 


1. Not in the tradition of Ameri- 
can public schools. 

2. Subject to broad interpreta- 
tion and are resolved, frequently, 
by edict. 

3. Controversial, and divert us 
from the educational process. 

Our young people must learn 
to make sensible decisions in such 
matters in their formative years.”’ 

Committeeman William King 
commented that the vote was 
legally unnecessary since the An- 
dover school committee never at 
any time had voted adress code in, 
but had just let each principal go 
his own way until this year. 

King strongly supported the 
statement, however. He reminded 
members that Judge Charles 
Wyzanski had that same day rein- 
stated a student in Marlboro High 
school, ruling that the school ad- 
ministration had no legal right to 
expell a boy for long hair.
